Rock ’N’ Roll, through the help of the 
deejays, has established itself as one of 
the most popular types of music in the 


Because of its truly great sup- 
port, it is very doubtful if it will ever 
completely become extinct. 

Many diferent types of music have 
tried to replace R&R as the number 
one type of music. The most successfui 
attempt to date has been the very pop- 
ular Rockabilly music. It was first in- 
troduced by Guy Mitchell with his mil- 
lion seller “Singin’ The Blues”.

“Summer time, when the livin’ is 
easy.”

Hot weather means summer dol- 
drums; Broadway plays collapse like 
pup tents in a windstorm, TV producers 
save their heavy ammunition for the 
fall, movie theatre owners moan those 
sad box-office-blues.

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Checking the list of top tunes in the 
country, we have noticed that many of 
the big ones are recordings by vocal 
groups, well known for their fine ar- 
rangements and close harmony, 

Among the highest are The Four 
Coins and their beautiful revisal of 
“Shangri-La”. This oldie and its flip 
side, “First In Line”, is currently num- 
ber 15 across the country, and still 
rising. “Shangri-La” has even reached 
the number one position in St. Louis, 
Mo., and number 5 in Cleveland, Ohio. 

On the rock and roll side let’s see 
what’s happened to The Del-Vikings 
since their million seller “Come Go 
With Me”. Currently the five good-look- 
ing gents, who by the way are all mem- 
bers of the U.S. Air Force, have the 
number 25 tune in the country with 
“Whispering Bells” This up-tempoed 
rocker is on a surging climb and should 
go higher. 

One of the most famous groups for 
reviving past hits into present day hits 
are The Dominoes along with their 
golden voiced lead, Billy Ward. The 
boys have done such oldies as “Sixty 
Minute Man”, and “Work With Me 
Annie”. Their latest release is now 
swinging across the nation. It too is an 
oldie, “Star Dust”, which Billy Ward 
really sings with feeling. 

One of the best known and best liked 
quartets around are the four fellows 
who call themselves “The Crew-Cuts”. 
These boys have really gotten around 
since their big two million seller of 
“Sh-Boom”. Other big ones for them 
were “Crazy ’Bout You Baby”, “I Spoke 
Too Soon’, and “Ko Ko Mo”.

Katzenellenbogen By The Sea”. They 
have also backed up Johnnie Ray on 
his great one, “Cry”. They backed up 
Jill Corey on “Cleo and Meo” also Toni 
Arden and Doris Day. As you can 
easily see, they have done plenty of 
work, and they will do a lot more in 
the future. Watch for them on Colum- 
bia with “I Just Don’t Know”. 

Many people consider The Ames 
Brothers to be America’s number one 
quartet. They record for RCA and cui- 
rently have the number 30 song in the 
nation, “Tammy”. This tune is from the 
movie “Tammy And The Bachelor” 
starring Debbie Reynolds.

From 
there he moved on to join Jimmy 
Dorsey as pianist, arranger, and one of 
the three voices in the Soft Winds Trio. 

The idea for Louie’s Love Songs de- 


‘veloped quite spontaneously while on 


extended bus trips with the Dorsey 
band. One day Lou was overwhelmed 
by what he calls the “bus goofies” and 
he began to growl; 

“Whattsa matter wit me, 

Whattsa matter wit youse, 

Whattsa matter wit all of youse 


guys, 
Why don’t you get over there!” 

The bandsmen howled and for some 
reason never forgot the lines. Other 
gems followed like “I Caught A Cold 
In My Heart” and “I Don’t Wish That 
I Was Nobody But Me”. For years the 
songs were sung before a word or a 
note was written down.
